cided that Mr Johnson should make 
a thorough canvass to see how much 
could be handled here.

It was the councillors opin- 
ion that it was possible for Carlstadt 
to secure a gas supply if the oil 
field here materializes. Land adjoin- 
ing town had been filed on for oil 
and gos rights; if the company who 
hold it decides to drill, the Council 
want to be in a. positi6n to offer a 
franchise to supply Carlstadt with 
gas. The secretary was instructed 
to write to Edmonton for infor- 
mation as to the granting of fran- 
chises, 

Also a number of important mat- 
ters were brought before the Council 
for settlement. H. Broderson was 
appointed village constable on a 
mouths trial. It shall be part of his 
duty to see that the unhealthful 
spots around town are cleaned. up 
and kept clean. Cleanliness is next 
to godliness, and is absolutely nec- 
essary in order to avoid disease.

family. Some rough . fisherme 
stranded on a perilous reef haul 
down their signal of distress because 
they know that a small boat cannot 
live in that mad sea. So it goes year 
after year—these people might ecsly 
be thought of as ordinary, dull and 
mean, the commonest human ani- 
mals, but when the hour strikes life 
flames up within them. and they rise 
to meet their fate with as calm a 
Soul as one who goes to pick flowers 
in his mother’s garden. What will 
this world be like when we get into 
the habit of living up to sometuing 
near the best that is in us?

President Wilson as a Typist 

President Wilson is a man who be- 
lieves in learning things and doing 
things ‘for himself, He hates relying 
on other people, and that is the rea-. 
von why years ago he learnt to use #&| 
typewriter, and teday oftea acts a8 | 
his own stenographer. Many of the 
president's public speeches and writ- 
ings are first written by rimself on} 
the typewriter sefore they are sent; 
by him for copying, The White House 
stenograplers however, declrre that 
it is not necessary for the president's 
speeches, to b. copied in most in- 
stances. 

His writing is so careful, and there 
are 30 /ew).typographical mistakes, 
that they/could really go direct to 
the printer “if i* were not for the 
rules of precedent. 

‘In the instance of the Thanksgiving 
roclamation always issued by the 
resident for the last. Thursday of 

ovember, Prusident Wilson ignored 

s usual custom of writing the doc- 
ument first in his fine, copper-plate 
handwriting, which, his secretaries 
say, is so perfect that it might be 
used ag a part of a text pook. He 
wrote upon the typewriter directly. 
and thereby established a precedent. 
No president, as far as history recalls 


_Jever wrote his Thanksgiving procla- 


mation upon a machine. 

President Wilson is a very quick 
worker, and one of the secretaries of 
the White House han related trat the 
Thanksgiving proclamation was 
ready to be printed within half an 
hour after the work on it had began, 
the remainder of the time being 
taken up with the securing of the 
signatures necessary, the affixing of 
the seal, and going through other for- 
malities. 

It is interesting to note the manner 
in which the Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion are preserved after they have 
been printed. First of all, the original 
document is copied on the typewriter 
and copies are given out to the news- 
papers throughout +he country with 
the date of release—that is, the fixed 
‘ime when the document — shall 
published all over the nation. 

Then it is se.t to the printers and 
copies are typed on heavy official 
paper. The signature of the president 
is also in type, and, to the left of the 
signature and above the s‘gnature 
of the secretary of state is the re- 
servation for the seal. These copies 
are se.t to the bureau of archives 
and are carefully kept on racks. But 
the original, bearing the official sis- 
nature of the president, is placed in 
an old-fashioned wooden case, which 
is fragile-looking, but ,which, none 
the less, is metal lined and capable 
of protecting the papers for 
turies.

Before C. H. Wagner J.P. on 
Friday afternoon last, A. Lee was 
charged with illegally impounding 
cattle, the charge being laid by 
William Henry. ,.The American 
Restaurant, where the trial took 
place, was. packed to the doors with 
interested farmers and townsmen. 
On the final result depends. the 
validity of the pound laws in force 
in the King Rural Municipality, $0 
that all who could, were present to 
hear the proceedings. ~ After™ hear- 
ing the evidene, Magistrate Wagner 
gave his decision as follows:— 


“On reading Bulletin No. 4, we 
find that a Rural Municipality can- 
not make a by-law that-will in any 
way conflict withthe fence ordivane 
which is to remain i ree, and 
the section refering to the present 
case reads as follows: - 

*“*No action for damages caused 
by domestic animals shall be main- 
j}tained, nor shall domestic animals 
lbe liable to be distrained, for 
causing damage to property, unless 
the same is surrounded by a lawful 
fence’’? 

‘* Accused plgaded: that the cattle 
were on his crop at the time of 
|seizure and that the gerop was two 
inches high and also that he did 
not have a legal fence.

Civic Undertaking of Calgary in Teach- 
ing the Foreign Element of s Pop- 
ulation, is Meeting With Marked 

 Success—One Way to Make Good 

Canadian Citizens, 

} (By Cnarles Stokes) 

The assimila.ion of the foreigner 
is one of the most interesting aspects 
of Canadian immigration. Cauada re- 
ceives an eavrmous immigration, of 
which approaimutely zo per cent. 1s 
drawn trom non-Hnglish speaking 
countries, and by mere eae rps 
these le to her shores is 2ot the 
éotmplation of her respons bilities. 
The advertising of Canada as a land 
of opportunity for all is not suffic- 
fent; there must be a hospitable wel- 
come and a readiness to accept the 
newcomer, whatever natiouwlity he 
represents and whatever ongue he 
Speaks, a8 a man and a brotu-r. Of 
his own part, the foreigner is g2ner- 
ally in fullest sympathy with any at- 
tempt to absorb him into the social, 
moral and political atmosphere vf the 

“Dominion, But he comes from coun- 
tries where vastly different systems 
of government have been in vogue; 
aud to set the impress of Canadian 
ideals upon the heierogeneots -nass 
of wh.ch he is a unit, it is some- 
times necessary to reduce the for- 
eigder, aduit though he may be, to 
Practically the. status of a child and 
to siart right from the beginning 
again. The principal obstac’: to over- 
come is his ignorance of English. 
Once that is rewoved, he is .ot only 
enabled to make a bette: living, but 
can be tuught the pr-nciples of citi- 
zenship. 

An object lessor in. the successful 
Canadianization of the foreignu. was 
afforded the write: at the closing ex- 
ercises of the special classes for for- 
eigners conducted by the Calgary 
school board. Calgary may be called 
the metropolis of the westermost 
prairies, situated as it is a consid- 
erable dstance frum any vther big 
centre in Western Canada, and be- 
cause of the twenty-two .undred odd 
miles that stretch between it and the 
Atlantic seaboard, .t does nct receive 
very much immizration of th2 rather 
objectionable kin? that is tu be found 
in some eastern cities, but mostly of 
the progressive and educated type 
that is part of the march of civ'liza- 
tion. Its foreign-born newcomers he- 
long not to the blacs. hand but the 
Universal Association of Workers. 
But despite the fact that -he average 
fis possessed of an education that 
might be called fairly good. a very 
great proportion cannot speak Eng- 
lish: and. it was to help thes2 per- 
sons, male and female, t!at these 
c’asses were instituted three years 
ago. ; 

I believe I am correct ‘n st-ting 
that such classes, although now be- 
coming common, Were never taken up 
as a civic duty instead of a philan- 
thropical task until Calgary entered 
the field. At som: point English 
classes for foreigners had been start- 
ed as part of religious sch=mes, but 
never apparently by any city itself. 
The classes (which are held at night 
and .are intended for ,adults, not 
‘eh'idren) are conducted by the city 
of Calgary as a branch of ‘ts very 
liberal policy of technical education, 
and for acministrative purposes come 
under the direction ‘of the super n- 
t.ndent of techaical educ>tion, Mr. 
T. B. Kidner. At the beginning of the 
first season, two classes were held; 
now there are el: ven classes, with 
nne instructors, the attendance at 
which during the season just closed 
Was no less than 407. 

The, classes are in five groups— 
firstly, for beginners, consisting of 
those who have been in the country 
under six months; seconuly, for inter- 
mediate students. who have been in 
the country less than one year; third 
and fourth, .dvanced students; and 
lastly, a mixed class of students at 
various stages, The system used in 
imparting ‘nstruction is the “Berltiz,” 
which, besides being very suitable for 
any verson of even meagre education. 
is almost indispensable (lacking the 
use of Efneranto or some guch uni- 
versal medium of converse) in com- 
municating with students of.so many 
nationalities as tiis—Seaadinavians, 
Slavs. Tevtons, Latins, and 30 forth. 

_ In the Berltiz svstetn, no other lang- 
wage is used but that which is being 
taught, and no translation ig under- 
taken by -he instructor. The speak- 
ing of English is the first effort and 
then successively reading and writ- 
ing. In the ‘ntermediate group, inter- 
esting debates have been held and 
the keenest interest has been mani- 
fested in the discussion of such top- 
fies as prohibit‘on, women’s suffrage 
and the advantage or disodvantages 
of city life as compared with country 
life. . That French, Dutch, German, 
Danish. Swedish and Austriang can 
be brought to such perfec:'ton that 
they can argve on controversial mat- 
ters in a 'anguage which until a few 
. months before had been unknown to 
all of them js, incidentally, a great 
achievement. In the advancec groups 
of the classes, a book on civics has 
been stuaied. and the students have 
acquired an introduction to a know- 
ledge of the envernment of the city, 
the province of Alberta, the Dominion 
of Canada, and the British empire; 
until, as one student volunteered, 
_from being unacquainted with Eng- 
Mish they had in a year been advanced 
to being able to read newspapers and 
to take interest in all pclitical issues, 
from the tariff question to the local 
market problem.
